All things therefore being rip? for his deparrwre, fir 
Tho. accompanied with fic Thomm.rs Chillenor,and S, 
Wilkam Wray knights, diners Gent, and his own at- 
tendants, tepaired ro the Court vppon the tenth of 
Ine 1604. then lving 1 Greenwich, where {by the 
right Hon. the Earle of Sa/sbury Jhe was brought to

& others, upon the ſtay or ſpeed of our wijage finding 
the wind fauorable, all our company as Ithink heere.& 
20 importune buſines to ſtay vs, hane reſoluei to goon 
boord this preſent night, and ſo deliner our ſelues as 
alwuaies into the protection of the Almighty : ſo now 
fo his mercie in the mei cileſſe Seas, where vvee ſhall 
(eſpeciallie the unexperienced, wuherof I preſume to 
haue manie) meet with a number of croſſes * the diffe- 
rence betwueen Land and Sea asof tuwo contrary ele- 
ments : So that being of « contrary nature, 1 muſt give 
you my knowledge herein, and the rather conſidering 
30u are of ſenerall prefermentes unto mee,and conſe- 
quently unknown to one another. 1 deſire you like chri- 
Frans and fellouy Brethren to loue and delight each in 
other and expreſſe your lones in helpmsg and cheriſhing 
in time of diſtreſſe,ſicknes, or diſtemperature : ſo as if 
God pleaſe to laie ſome ſick & others health:the ſtrong 
to helpe the weak, as fearing daily hee may fall into 
the like need. As often as 1t Nat pleaſe God to fend ws 
wveather that we may viſite one another, Tſhall be 
glad to ſee you aboord my Shippe, vvhere happily you 
may be entertained wvith ſomething your ſelues de- 


fire,

fire, and Tovill eaſily affoord. wry take it an arou- 


ment of your loues, your dayly (if daily might be your 
viſitations ) as he that ſhall eſteeme you the beſt gheſſe 
that Tcan long expect. For the preſernation of your 
owne healths, beware of drinking : for your profit, of 


Gaming : for your eaſe, of quarreling : and for Gods 


glory of ſwearing. All which, oft-times Sea-company 
makes men ſubiett unto. Surely there is no ſuch re- 
medy againſt theſe, as dayly, according to the Ship-cu- 
Fome,to ſerue God : preſuming Thane none in my com 
pany otherwiſe minded or brought wppe. Thus armed, 
let vs in his name,who in his ſecret wiſdome hath or- 
dained vs to this voyage, begin vuith honeſt and inſt 
mas that our ſucceſſe may 5 proſperous, and our end 
glorios : proteſting, 1ſhall be beſt ſerued when God is 
moſt honoured, deſiring nothing of any, but what be- 
fits my place, and his duty. Thus in the name of God let 
Vs goe 01 Boord. 

The 4mbaſ. led the way himſelfe, going aborde 
the hn and Francis Admyrall, after him al his fol- 
lowers : hauing euerie man aboord, himſelte with 
ſome others went againe on ſhore, there taking lit- 
tle reſt, forthe time was ſpent in very ſpeciall buſt- 
nefſes with the Merchants, whoe ſtayed ſtill about 
two in the morne. Then alter a warning pecce ſhot, 
and ſome lirtle ſtay for the long boate, which vvas 
not come downe, wee hoyſted our ſayles vvith the 
reſt ofthe ſhips /in number toure) and hauinge a 
gallant gale, we eafily ſtemd the tide, hauing taken 
leaue of the fmall rudder, and novv truſting ro the 
hopefull helme {which God be thanked vvell gui-

ded vs, having for rwodaiesandone night a good 
oale and faire: Burt the 1 5. daye of Iune, beyonde 
Nevvcaiſile, that night the winde ſealed, ſo as wee 
mult bend our courſe Eafterlic, In the night, wee 
left behind vs one of our ſhips, named the Minion, 
which with a fide wind could not holde c ourſe with 
vs. Whereuponour Mayſtercame to the Ambaſ- 
ſador to know his pleaſure, whether he would ſtaye 
or no,alledging withal, it was their cuſtom to prick 
forwardeſt, and with cueric winde to make the beſt 
aduantage of their thips: But the Ambaſsador com 


manded him to tacke abour, and ſtay til the Anion 


were come vp, which hee obeyed: And ſurelye the 
Ambaſl: herin ſhewed his great care and loyero the 
Gent. withche reſt: for me thinkech ira great com 
fort on the Sea, to behold neighbor-ſhips, yea(and 
if occaſion thould require) it would pcoue wiſdom 
and good diſcretion, when either the vvant of one 
ſhip, or thatone ſhip might vahappily for his fel- 
lowes, be diucrſly loſt or caſt away, as is too often 
found to be true, | 

Bur tor 5ea accidentes, it is not my purpoſeto 
make perticular relation, beeing neither pertinent 
to-my courlte, nor to any a matter of much vaiidity: 
buras ifour Ambaſ, were againe in the Tovver of

nen, by the gaining of timeout-running miſerie: 
for the Sea is a miſerable commonwealth to liue in, 
(Itwithout much patience) where mens ejes muſt 
euer be open to al dangers : andthis 1s there a pe- 
ſeruation againſt all dangers, where men reſt moſt 
in vaquiernes and ſtand (afeſt, when the winde like 
Hy-an-cry, driuzs them forward for icare of worſſe 
weather, butto them that love the Sea,l wiſh helth, 
and my ſelfe euer to ſtande well on dry ground: to 
behold one of the 3.gallantſpeRacles in the world, 
A Ship under ſayle, loming (as they tearme it) in- 
deedelike a Lyon pawing with his forfeet, heaving | 
and ſetting,like a Muſco Bearebayted with excellent 
Engliſh dogs. But the comming on boord of fome 
Gent. and others to my L. ſhip, (we being becal- 
med) invites meto turne my be{t witto bid them 
welcome. VVho are fo honourably intertained by 
the Ambaſ.as having othis perticular frends much, 
of his owne more, ofthe company of marchaunts 
moſt,and very bountifuly of either, inough for any; 
6id therewith feaſt them were invited at Graues-end,

farily,which vvas this: Tharalthe prouifions what- 
ſocuer (yea his purſe Iikewiſe) was cuery ones &no 
one,no not himſelfe for all.

Bu thelc are tora ſtravge language, wherein men 
may not bluthe but Poezrfe - who 1n our Countrey 
arenot ſo well ({o1ll are our affeions) eſteemed 
of, as Bcaſtes, much leſſe as Lordely Fiſhes, who 
ſwim and play aboue the Vater, where and when 
they pleaſe : onely herein they are like them), rhey 
haue the world like a Sea, to wade and ſport them- 
ſelues in, and yet vnlike fithes, are often themſelues 
drowned in their owne Ellements. ButI am verye 
willingly drawneout of this fury of Makers, who yet 
certainly deſerue much, eſpecially remembring the

The 22.of 7u/ybeeing come within a mile of 
Tharch-anzell, we ankerd, whether cameat 11,ofthe 
clocke inthe night, a Gentleman (Captain of 500, 
gunners, named Max7m Yn :a man of good com- 
plement, and of indifferent ſtature and preſence, ) 
aboard the Ambaſſadors ſhippe, being mette with 
two Gentlemen and others,he was brought into his

The Amoaſsador, foincwhat woondering wiiat

with this, proſecuting his former ſpeeche : That 
whereas the Emperor vnderſtandivg of the Am- 
baſſadors comming, to ſhewe his great Joue to his 
Maieſty of England, the deſire of peace and Amity, 
(as with his deere and louing Siſter Elizabeth of 
happy memory late Queene of E-gland)) contrary 
to anycuſtome of his Maieſties heererofore, who 
neuer tooke knowledge thereafter had ſent him to 
bee his Pre3Zae, to prouide the Ambaſſadours 
houſe, and victuals, and to garde him from the: In- 
juries of aſtrange nation : deſiring that his ſeruice 
therein might cxprefle histhanketulnesto his Mga. 
for ſo greatan honour, and likewiſe be pleafing to 
che Ambaſſador, Both whichto deſeruc,he would 
endeuar the beſt lay in his power, 

The Ambaſſador (though ſomewhat be-woon- 
dered or pratioutly prevented ) veryekindely and 
thankfully acceptedof this truly honourable fauor: 
ſaying, It behooued two ſuch great Princes to vic 
the belt meancs for Awity and iriendſhip, So the 
Preſtaue banquetred as befitting his place, was dif- 
miſted that night, bur yer before he went, came a- 
boarde, the Ambaſſadors Shippe. the Agent Ma- 
fer John Mericte, diners Marchants,and other En- 
gliſh men to ſee his Lordſhip, as ro welcome him 
rothat Port of his deſire ; who after ſome houres 
diſcourſe,privately betwixtthe Amvaſ/ador andthe 
Agent, taſting of his wine and Beere, with halfe a

Truely herein, the extraordinary beginning was 
hope of a proſperous concluſion : for this was a fa- 
uor neuer manifeſted to any heretofore, who after 
their arriuall at the Caſtle,ſtaide and that very vnto- 
wardly )tilla poſte were diſpatched, from the Gen- 
tleman or Gouernor of the Towne to the Muſco, 
(which is 1000, Myles,)and his return with the Em2- 
perours further pleaſure for his direction and war- 
ran. | 

The 2 3. of July the Preſtane, the Engliſh Agent, 
Marchants and other,being comero bring the An 
baſſador with honor into hislodging, he withall the 
Gent, before him, and his Liueries before them,rwo 
and two together, accompanied as is aforeſaid,lan- 
ded atthe Caſtle : inthe road whereof, then beeing 
many Engliſh, French, and Dutch Ships, they dil- 
chargeda mighty peale, (or racher many peales of 
Ocdinance,) Thus the 4baſſador came ſately to 
his firſt lodging in X«/h/2. The Preſtane takinge 2 
ſolemne leaue, went to ſee the Prouifions. whith 
were aide in before, to be good, as alſoto prouide 
neceſsarie lodginges, fordiuers which were to bee 
lodged abroad, and others not as yet Landed, for it 
was 4. daiesbeforeall our Ships came vp. | 

Herethe 4mbes//ador laie ſome fourteen dayes, 

- orleſse, where inthe meane time,there was deman- 
ded a particular note ofthe names of all the Ambaſ- 
Jadors traine, fyrit ofthe Kings Gentlemen, (which 
name not onely the Emperor,but the Great Twrke, 
Perſian & Moreco Princes do highly account of) as 
indeed ſoothing their own greatnes therwith, and

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we who wete his ſeruants, and lyghly graced by kif- 
i1ng; the Princely hande ot our royall K. mecting 
| herein with any others, trauailing in the ſame kind: 
as alſo by our particular births,nor beeingleſse ({o 
vne>pectedlv required of vs) did vnder-goe the 
name, as which we coutd not vvithout di'honor to 
the Ambaſsador, and diſaduantageto our Berrg re- 
fuſe, it bzing giuen by an Emperor, who thould be 
in chat kingdome fo great as not to allow it,thovgh 
he would (which none could)diſprouc? Secondly, 
of che Ambalsadors Gent,and thirdly,of al the reſt 
that attended, which forthwith was deltuered to the 
Preſtaue, and ſent vp by hum tothe Emperor: the 
realons hereof aie, as nay be gathered, to eſteeme 
the ſtate and honor of the Ambaſsador there-fter : 
alſo, to promde accorcingly tor houſes,horſes,and 
other prouiſtons, and perhappes to learne thereby 
wit names of great houſes are amonge the kinges 
Gent, : as particularly now they did inquire atter, 
Here, it pleaſ:d che Engliſh agent M. John Mericke, 
(rruely a wiſe, honeſt and kinde Gent,) to invite all 
the Gentlemen to their houſe to dianet : whether 
he would haue vv4illingly invited the Amibaſ, if hee 
mighr have preſumed thereupon, and of the fines, 
conſidering that as yet letrers were not ſecondarilic 
come from the Emperor, forthe gent, farther pro- 
cceding : whereby he woulde happily haue made a 
queſtion there of; as alſo for the Ambaſ/. grearnes, 
the towne then ſo ouercharged with many Nati- 
ons) ir could not be performed according tothere- 
ſpect ambaſsadors are vied with there, nor Peng 
| wou 
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would it be wellagrecing to their moreprinate fa - 
ſhion, who hold it greateſt glory for greateſt men; 
rather co be reported of, then ſeene,&c, 

But we were very bountifully feaſted and as kind- 
ly and hartily welcome, as an honeſt mind rather 
indeed with vercue then formality )might expreſſe, 
the Ambaſſador hauing many daintye diſhes, ſent 
home to his owne houſe . Now the whole com- 
pany of Ships ſafely arrined, and all the 4mba/.tol- 
lowers landed ſome daies before: ir came forthwith 
mto the care and loue of the 47-ba/. (being by the 
Agent well informed of diuers vices,cuſtomes,and 
Obſeruations,fit either to be followed or auoyded ) 
. who was cuer deſirous to keepe an honorable opi- 
nion to himſelte, and an honeſt name in his follo- 
wers,as in his going vp tothe Courr, ſo, euer after 
alſoto ingraue within their memories, their happy 
deliverance from the Sea, before his departing the 
Arch-anzel, very honorably thus to aduiſe 8& coun- 
fell rhem.

S& mercy,ſafely to protect vsin our dangerous tra- 

waile upon the Sea, and to bring vs on Land, e- 

en all of vs, without any the leaſt miſfortune, let vs 
thinke it a very great bleſsing, and the remembrance 
of the dangers, and perils paſt, let them be ever before 
ws, 4s before thoſe,that not onely vvil line according- 
l;, but vwvhich muſt aſſure themſelnes, are to returne 
the ſame vvay azaine: knovving,that God doth of- 
gentimes vſe bis creatures ( and none oftner then the 


Sea)to execute his Indeements : let vs then be hartily

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thankefull for our deliuerance, and ſhew our obedience 
thereafter in onr lines, eſpecially in a ſtrange Country, 
where he is not rightly knowne- a people and Nation 
very ſubtle and crafty, likewiſe __ after euery 
ſtrangers attions, and this place the Port where al na« 
tions doe come to : where many vnaerſtande our lan- 
euage, let vs bewiſe and very —__— what wee 
ſpeake, of what, and to whom for much cauſe of ſpeech 
will bee giuen vs, becauſe the people as well as their 
maners,cuſtomes.&* ſalutations,are not onely ſtrange, 
( as with modeſtie Imay ſpeake ſomewhat rediculous } 
and the rather ſince we bring the meſſage of peace and 
Amity, Let vs ſhew towardes them loue and curteſie. 
To becurteggg,as it is a vertue beyond Enuy, ſo is 
it an aduantage without loſſe.Tam likewiſe to: require 
youland that earneſtly, to auoide Dicing and carding: 
which games, beſides that they are among the better 
ſort heere, accounted very baſe and odions , tome it 
ſhallbe offenſine, and in the end to your ſelus great dif- 
commoaty : as when ſome will carry that in his parſe, 
his fellow ſhould hane clothed his backe with : fecal 
ly, if you vwithall do but remember the colde Climate 
ou are toline in. Drukennes i rather here a cuſtome, 
then a vice : yet themſelues hate it in other. Bee then 
conquerors, if in this in any thing,e make your wiſe- 
dome, out of their vile beaſtlineſſe herein, that you can 
refraine that, Thope you were nener acquainted vvith 
all. 
Alſo lWhoring in this Countrey t fo common a ſin, 
45 their eies, cin ſoone obſerue it in ſtraungers : for 
the peace of your ovune Conſciences, the ſtrengthe of 
your 
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your ovone bodies, abhorreit as the moſt unnaturall © 


wvickednes : and rather, inreſpe#t they are not onely 
herein monſtrous mmpudent, but impudence it ſelfe.e 
it ener loathſome the thoughte _— unto you all. 


Thus if your carriage be, it vviltbe an honor unto ouy © 


. God, and he wvill honor you. It will be a glorye unto 
your Countrey, aade reputation to me, and quyetneſſe 
to your ovune Conſciences, and Tſhall be gladde to re- 
wvard them are careful herein, as ready to puniſh the 
offenders. But Thope my ſpeech ſhall onely ſerue to te- 
flifie my deſire, and not bee the letter, to puniſhe any 
hereafter wvithall : yet, let not any one preſume vpon 
ny leanity or gentlenes, for Taſſure them Twvillvener 
prefer my proteſtations in the ſeruiee of God, if it lye 
vvithin my povuver as theſe things nowy do. 

The Preſtaue Maxim Prin hauing a new com- 
miſſion fromthe Emperor, accordingly prouided 
flue Loddies, two with Cherdecks and all other ne- 
ceſfaries. The Ambaſ. rooke his leaue ofthe Caſtle 
the ſixtof Aug, and with ſome 30. men toa Boate, 
we were towed againſt the ftreame,when the winde 
was contrary:and thus changing our permiearies e- 
uery 10. vers, we cameto Colimgro,where the 477. 
Jay atthe Engliſh houſe, two dates, and went for- 
ward vponthe faire and pleaſant river of Dua, 
tell within ſome 30. vers of Oyſticke.My Lorde was 
metvponthe riuer with one other Preſtave,named 
Conſtantine Petrovvich Artiſkoue, a man of farre 

- much better cſteeme then the former. A. graye, 
honeſt, and peaceable gentleman,a happines to any 
Ambaſſadour, and as —_— in this Countrey 
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Sir Thomas Smiths - 
as may be, the contrary whereof other 4mba//adoys. 
and the laſte that honourable and renowned Gen, 
Sir Richard Lea,found his greateſt croſle,for pride, 
opinion, and ſelfe will, is inherent to any Ryfſe put 
inplace ofhonor, | ES 

This Gentle. being come within a quarter ofa. 
Myle, ſentto the Amba/. rogiue him notice, that 
the Emperor hadſenthim as his Preſfaue, and hee 
deſired to fee his Lordſhip, as well to know of him 
concerning his health, his vſage,and his prouiſion, 
asto let him vnderſtand the Emperorseſpecial tauor 
towards him,in ſending him preſently vpon Newes 
of his arriual, witha larger commiſsion, and that at 
al: Yames and Townes of quality, he had deliuered 
[ctters for his receyuing of horſes and proniſsion 
of dier, and what he would defire, So two of the 
K.< en,ferched him on boord the Ambaſſadors Do- 
ſhonicke, where he was honouraly entertayned, and 
indeede he was a kind Gentleman, as who knowes 
this Countrey people might eaſily acknowledge, 
whence after halfe an houres drinking and eating 
he departed: preſently atter his departing the 47+ 
baſ. ſentfixe ofhis Lineries, and his Enterpretey or 
Tolmatch to his boat, with a banquer, which he ve- 
ry kindly and thankefully accepted : fo we paſſed a 
long on our Iourncy,which wasas pleafant and de- 
lightfull, wheather you confider the admirable 
ſtraight pineztall Cedar, or fyrrewoods; Alablafley 
Rockes, orthepleaſantnes of wilkes, in ſweet Mea- 
dowes, and fairpaſtutes, than which, for x000.vers 
cannotbe more welcom inthe whole wo:1d, which 
we 
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we fully Towed and ſayled in the Dvwira, Soocant, 
and Yellagaa. I mult leaue many faire rownes, and 
great Pictents, where we lay and reſted, becaule ir 
will bee rather an Zyperbole, than a receiued truth : 
and I deſire to eſcape thoſe ſmal rubbes,that others 
may the eaſier fall vpponthem, being ſafely come 
within five vers of Yo/gda,the (ixt of Seprem. and - 
vnwilling to forſake fo pleaſant a paſſage, we the 7. 
day, acompanied with many Du. and Gentlemen, 
and forthe Am: a faire horſe from the great Biſh. 
there. As for the Kings Gent. and ſome others, we 
rode to avery fair and large houſe prouided forthe 
Ambaſ. whete they lefte him,not as then willingto 
take or taſte of his goodnes (as the Ryſ/etermes it) 
partly,icis to be ſuppoſed for that the many.are ne- 
_ uerinſodain accidents of one reſolution, and part- 

ly, for thatit was to be thought, the A-ba/.wasnot 
ſo well prouided forthem, as afterwards being ſet- 
led he would be. In this great rowne weeafily tound 
the Emperors commaund, for our better dyet, and 
liberty ro ride, was withall willingnes performed, 
wherethe Ambaſſador firſt, (as in cuere place after) 
was more gratioully entertained, 

The x12: of Seprem. the' Ambaſ. accompanyed 
with divers Gentlemen, tooke his traueilby Land, 
himfelferiding in his owne Coatch, with a ſpare 
horſeled by at his pleaſure, with 1 50,horſes, with 

the carriages. So by eafic Journeyes, wee paſsed a 
pleaſant and fairetrauell,as is orcan be for ſo many 
vers,in the whole world, without any rainy daies,or 


foule'vvaies, reſting euery Sabaoth day,asthe 4#- 
D 4 bal. 
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Sir Thomas Smiths 
baſ”. had by water before done, not indeed miſſinge 
two Sermons at any time, no ( hardlye atthe Sea 
though our Preacher were the ſickeſt man.) Such 
was his care and zeale, and truely he was an honeſt 
quiet man, and a ſufficient Scholler,named Maiſter 
Samnuell Sotheby. 

Thus wepaſled from Tam, to Yam, vppon excel- 
lent Poſt-hocſes, till we came thorogh many well 
ſcituared, andpleaſant townes, vnto the Cittie of 
Yerri-laue, which we came vnto, the 19. of Sept. 


where we were received with a multitude of people. 


After we had rowedin a very great Barge, ouer the 
famous Riuer of Yo{ga, (wherevnto adioyning this 
citty on a hill is ſcittuated ) arich andpleaſant Cit- 
ty where the Ambaſſador was lodged in the houſe 
of Gregory Enannovvich Micolin, late Ambaſſador, 
to her Maicſty of England. | 
Ic might befitting for me to ſpeake ſomewhat of 
this famous Riuer, as is I thinke for length, and 
bredth,any (one) excepted inthe world,but ſo ma- 
ny excellent writers,as in the worthy labors of Ma- 
ſter Richard H:icklyute, haue made particular men- 
tion therof, as it induſeth me, to leaue the deſcrip- 
tion ofthis Riner and towne , to thoſe that haue 
largely and painfuly wrote of ſuch things:eſpecial- 
Iy to M. Do##, Fletchers true relation, ſometime 
Ambaſ. to this Emperor, The 2 1.0t September, we 
went from Yeri-/axe being well accompanied from 
the Citty, paſsing through Shepetſcoy, (where wee 
lay and dwels an Engliſh gentleman named George 
Garland, ſometime 1teruant to that Noble but va- 
: +... fortunate 
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fortunat- ZE. of Eſſex, of whom many throvgh the 
world, do make mdiners kinds,but (as that learned 
and heroycall Poet Sir Phil. Sidney ſpeaks of Prince 
Plangs ) neger any can make but honorable men- 
tion, - EE 

The next day we came to Rooxe,an ancient,but 

a great ruinoustown, wherof is one of their Metro- 

pollitanes named. Here in a faire houſe the Ambaſ/a. 
lay 2.daies:in whtch time the Emperors Maze, wrote 

to our Preſtaxe, that the Ambaſ. and the Kings gen- 

tlemenſhould haue ambling horſes from the Aons 

ſertes, and that weſhould take as cafie Iourneyes 
as we pleaſed : with commaund, to giue content to 

euery ones deſire. And certainly, had not the Em- 

peror as then bin taking a Prograce tothe Monaſte- 
ry of Troiets, (which foure times ayeare forReligi- 

ous cauſes he doth) we had receiued more eſpectall 

favors, Yethe thachach but trauailed to know whas 

Monoſteries are, and how prouided of al things, may 

caſily eſteeme it, a greateate, andeſpecially honor 

to have there horſes, The 2 5.day we came to Pey- 

7i-/laue, along decayed rowne, where inarich mer- 

chants houſe,new builded,the A-mba/. lodged. Here 

(in regarde of the Emperors and Princes being at 

Troytes, which was bur of our cafic trauell rwodaies 

iourny Jwelodged 3.daies,& then departed throgh 

Doobna to Troites, that fair and rich Monaſtery,ſo 

to Bratte-ſheeme, and RoHouckin,. 5. vers from the 

greatcity of Muſco: where ina Churchmans houſe, . 

the Ambaſſ. that night lodged, and thereſt in verie 


good houfes, for ſo ſmail a Dercnena. ET 
v ay : 
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This night the Agent hauing/bin with the chancel- 
lot came to viſit his Lordſhipp, and let him vnder- 
{tand, thatthenextmorningabout nine of clocke, 
he ſhould be honourably brought imtothe Myſco, 
whereupon euerie man prepared accordingly. , - 
The next morow, being the 4: of October, the 
Preſtaue came and declaredrto his Lordfh. it was the 
Emperors pleaſure, he ſhould come into the Moſco 
that forenoone : preſently after came M. 7. Mericke 
Agent, with ſome twenty horſes to attend his Lord 
ſhip, and informed him his vaderſtanding, in his 
comming into the Moſco, and tharthe ſhoulde pre- 
ſently be ſent for,which forth-vvith was performed. 
Then we did ride,till we came within alittle mile of | 
the many 1000, of Noblemen and Gentl. on both 
{idesthe way, attended on horſeback to recciue his 
Lordſh. Wherethe Ambaſsador alightee from his 
Coatch, and mounted on his footcloth horſe, and 
ſo rode on with his trumpets ſounding. A quarter 
ofa mile farther,mer him a proper and gallant gen- 
tleman afoote ofthe Emperoys ſtable,who with cap 
in hand, declared to the 4baſ/ador, that the Em- 
peror, the young Prince, and the maiſter of the 
horſe, had fo far tauored him, as to ſend him alen- 
net, very gorgeouſly trapped with gold, Pcarle,and 
pretious ttone : and particularly, a great chaineof 
plated gold about hisnecke, to ride vpon. VWher- 
pon the Ambaſsador alighted,imbraced the gen- 
etleman, returned humble thanks to them all, and 
preſently mounted, Then he declared thatthey lik- 
wile had ſent horſles for the kings Gentlem. which 
| | like- 
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likewiſe were very richly adorned, thzn for all his 
followers: which ceremony or ſtate performed, & 
all being horſſed, he departed, weeriding orderlye 
forward, till we were met by three great Noblmen, 
ſeuered from thereſt of the multitude,and the Em - 

erors Tolmache or interpreter with them. Of which 
tate the Ambaſſador it may ſeeme, had for-know- 
ledge, (it deingiin this Countrey a cuſtome vſes) 
buc with more or leſſe Noblemen, as 1s the Empe- 
rors fauour and grace. 

Likes iſe vaderſtanding of the ſtrange Ceremo- 
ny of firſt allighting from their horſes, [as who ey- 
ther hath read fir Je70>.. Bowes his formality and ob 
ſeruance hereot, or fir Richard Zeaes parnetul) ſtan- 
ding vpon the p1toricy herein) may thinke the Em- 
perors command 1s very ſtraittherunto, and as they 
thinke much honour is loſte roditmount firſt : bur 
they being within ſpeach, thus began that Oration 
they could neuer well conclude : Which was, That 
from their Lorde and Maiſter the mighty Empe- - 
rour of Ruſhia, &c. they had a meflage to deliuer 
his lordſhip. The Ambaſſador then thinking they 
would be tedious and troubleſome with their vſuall 
Ceremonies; preuented their farther ſpeeche with 
this (tothem a Spell) That it wwas vrfittine for ſub 
zects to hold diſcourſe in that kinde of complement, of 
ruvo ſuch mighty and renowmed Potentates on horf- 
backe. They hereby not only put by their ceremo- 
nious ſaddle-ſitting, but our of their paper inſtruc. 
tions for the ſtate thereof aſhamed (as was proude 

Artexins, ſtepping afide in the dauvgerous fi git 
wit 
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with Zealmene) they allighted ſodainly, as men fea- 
ring they were halfe vnhorſed, and the Ambaſsa- 
dor preſently after.them, comming very courteou- = 
ly allchree,ſaluting the Ambaſ}. and the kings gen- 
tlemen, raking them by the hands. Thus like a ſchol 
ler, too oldeto learne by rote (the Duke named K, 
Volladamur Evanywich Mavwſolskey) with his Leſ- 
ſon before him, declared his meſſage, which was, 
that he with the other twoe Noblemen, were ſente 
from the Great Lord, Emperor and great Duke Borys 
Phedorwuwvich, ſelfe-upholder, great L. Emperor, and 
great Duke of all Ay 94 Volademer, Moskoe and No- | 
vororode, king of Caſan and Aſtracan, Lord of Yobſ- 
 koe, great Duke of Smolenskoe, Twer, Huder, Vehory, 
Perme, Viatsky, Bolgory, &6. Lord and great duke of 
Nowogorod in the Lovu-countries, of Chernigo, Re- 
zan, Polotskey, Roſtoue, Gsraſlane, Bealozera, Leif- 
land, Oudorskey, Obdorskey, Condingskey. King of all 
Syberia and the North coaſts. Commander of the con- 
treys of Tuersky, Gry/insky, and Emperor of Kabardi- 
vs ky, of Chirkasky, and of the vwhol countrie of Garſ 
key, and of mary other countries and Kingdomes lord 
and Emp.to know of his Ma. health of England,the 
Qu. and Princes, The ſecond, being acapt.of gun. 
ners (the Emperors guard ) named Kazarine Davy- 
dowvich Beaheetchoue, pronouncing the Emp. and 
princes tytle, faid he was ſent from them to knowe 
his Lordfh, health and vſage, with the kings Gent. 
Therthird, was one of the Secretaties, named Pheg- 
dor Boulteene, obſeruing the former order,did deli- 
uerwhathe had in command from the Emp.prince 
and 
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and Empreſle, to informe the Ambaſſador of their 
much fauortowards him and thekings Gent,in pro 
uiding for his honorable intertain and caſe, a fayre 
large houſe to lodge in: Allo, thatthey three were 
ſent from the Emp. Prince, and Empreſſe,to be his 
Preftaues, to ſupply the Emperors goodnes toward 
him, to prouide his neceſsaries, and deliver anye 
ſute it pleaſed the Ambaſſadour to make to the Em 
perour. To all which the 4-2baſſador very wiſclie 
| gaueanſwere asthey made report vnto the Emp.) 

So we all preſently monated again,the Preſianes 
on either hand of the Amb. his horſe and footcleth 
being led by his Page,fom ſmall diſttance,his corch 
behind thar, and ſome 6000. Gallants af;er behind 
all : who at the Ambaſ. riding thorough the guard, 
thatwas made for him,very court2ouſly bowed him 
 - ſelfe. Thus was he followed by thouſands, and with 
inthe three vvalles of the Citty, many hundreds of 
yong Noblemen, Gentlemen, and rich merchants 
well mounted, begirt the wayes on euery {ide : di- 
uers on foote allo, cuen to the gare of the houſe 
where the Ambaſsador wasto be lodged,which was 
ſome two myles. Whether being come, hee was 
brought into his bed-chamber by the Noblemen 
his Pre/tanes, where with many thanks for their ho. 
norable paines; they vvere diſmiſt, beraking them- 
ſelues to their further affayres. The nextmorn cam 
three other Preſtazes with the former, to knovve of 
his Lordihips health, and hovv he hadde reſted the - 
night paſt: vvithall, thatif his Lordſhippe wanted 


_ anything, they all, or any one of them , were as 
2 coin-

commaunded,fo ready to obey therein. Theſe,with 


' the Enterpreter and fix Gent. were moſt within the 


valles, lodgedin a houſe oner the gate, befides wee 
had fifry Gunners to a:tend, and gard vs in our go- 
ing abroad. | 

The 8. of Octob. being the 4. day after our com- 
ming to Muſco,the Preſtauescame to his Lordſhip 
to ler him vnderſtand, they heard he ſhould goe vp | 
the next day : wherefore they deſired his ſpeech and 
Ambaſſageto the Emperour, and the rather, that the 


| Enterpreter might (as they pretended ) tranflare it. 


To thts purpoſe,very earneſtly at ſeueral times they 
madedemaund, The Ambaſſador anſwered, that he 
was ſent from a mighty Prince, to be his Ambaſſa.to 
their Emperor, hauivg with no ſmall danger paſſed 
the Sea,anda ſecond water trauaile,with along land 
Tourney, and ſtil was comforted, with hope to ſee 
his Mazeftrescleere eyes, thatfor awelcome was the 
tidings thereof vnto him ? Eſpecially, 10 haue audi- 
ence within ſo ſhort a ſpace as height not leſse do 
then ackcowledging the Emperors great fauour to- | 
wards him :'and being ſentto their maiſter, he dee- 
med it, not onely adithonor to him, but a weaknes 
in them, to requirethar at his hands,{which beſides 
that hewould neuer do)he couldnor,being to ſpeak 
that in the delivery was according as it pleaſed god, 
to gtue him time, occaſion,memorie, and courage, 
being tocome before a ſtrange and mighty Prince, 
where what he ſaid, was to be interpreted as pleafed 

their Tolmatch. | 
This, peremtorely, and finally was his aunſwere. 
Yet, 


voyageintoRuſhia, 
Yet, whenſocuer he did go, as he was both willing 
andready atall houres, hedeſired co haue certaine 
horſe and other things, which without them, hee 
couldnotbeſo well prouided of. So, after banque- 
ting departed away rather diſcontented, then fatis- 
fie.i.Surely itis a cuſtome (not ſo wiſe as auncient ) 


for thEco fal out into bad language, if they canot 


haue their willes, which co many would be, as fim- 
plea demaund, as it were folly in the 4»mbaſ/adorto 
graunt : Eſpecially, if men knew how vndilcreete a 


man they wyuldethinke him ro be, woulde pleaſe - 


cheir humors herein, For iris buta Stratigem they 
vſe to vadermine withal , that they may reportthe 
magnanimity or puſillanimity of the Ambaſ, vato 
the Emperor. 

The 10, of Oftoberghis Preſlauesbrought word 
as from the Lord Chaurſellor, that hethought, / for 


they wil neuer tell any chivg to come for certainty) 


his Lord(h. ſhould go before the Ermperoy che next 
morrow, therfore prayed him toprouide,alſo, that 
he ſhould haue the Em. horſe to ride 0n,and of his 
guard to helpe carry vp his preſent, of which they 
had (after demaunded) a particular. 

The 11. of October his Lordſhip being ſent for 
by his Preſtaues ther waiting, (hauingexcclent len- 
nets for himſelfe, the Kings Gentlemen,and good 
horſes for thereſt ; as likewiſe rwo gallant white 
Palfreis to carrie or draw arich Chariot, one par- 
cell of the greatpreſent, with his followers and the 


; Emperors guarde, carrying the reſt,at his gate ma- 


ny gallants attending for his receipt, rode tothe 


D3 Court. 
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Sir Thomas Smiihs 
Court, accompanied oneach hand with his Pre- 
flares, and ſome others following him, with manie 
Gentlemen behinde them. Thus we rode a thorte 
vers beheld with thouſand of cies : on cach ſtde the 
ſtreets ſtanding the Emperors guarde with peeces in 
their hands well apparrelled, to the number'of two 


_ thouſand by eſteeme,many meſſengers poſting be- 


twixt the Court and our Preſtanes. Thus with much 
ſtate, ſoftly riding, tell wee came vntothe vemoſt 
gate of the court,(hauing paſſed thoroghthe great 
Caſtle before)chere his Lordth. diſmounted. Then 
met him a great Duke (named Knaſe Andriay Me- 
torich Soomederoue ) with certain Ge. to bring him 
vp. Soinorder as we rode, we'aſſended the ſtaires 
and a ſtone gallery.where on each fide ſtood many 
Nobles, and Courtiers, infaire coates of Perſian 
ſtuffe, veluet, Damaſke 8c. At the entry to the 
great Cham,two Councellors incountred the; Am- 
baſ/a.to condutt him thorogh that roome, rounde 
about which ſat many grauc andrichly apparrelled 
perſonages, Then weentred the Preſents, whether 
being come, and making obeyſance, we ſtaide to 
hear,but not vnderſtand,a very gallant Nobleman, 
named Peter Baſ-man, deliuer the Emperors title : 
Thea the particular of the Preſentes, and ſome 0- 
ther ceremonies : which performed, the Ambaſ/a. 
having liberty,deliuered ſo much of his A-mbaſ/age, 
as the time and occaſion then affoorded : After 
which the Emperor arifing from his throne, deman 
ded ofthe ing of Enelands health, the Princes, and 
Qneenes :then of the Ambaſ/adours and the Kinges 
Gentlc- 


voyageintoRuſhia, 
Gentlemen,and how they had bene vſed ſince they 
entred within his dominions:to al which with obey 
ſance weanfwered as was mecte. Then the young 
Princedemaunded the very ſame. 

The Ambaſſador hauing taken the K77gs5 Letter 
ofhis Gentleman 7ſher,wene vp after his obeyſance 
to deliuer it,which the Lord Chanſe/lor would haue 
intercepted. But the 4mbaſ}. gaue itto the Empe- 
7ors Owne hands, and his Marſh afterwards deliuc- 
it to the Lord Chaurſelboy : who tooke it, and ſhew- 
 Ingthe ſuperſcription to the Emperor and Prince, 

held itin his hande openly with the feale towardes 
them. Thenthe Emperor called the 4mhaſſador to 
kiſle his hand, which he did, as likewiſe the Prices, 
and with his face towards them returned. Then did 
he call for the Kings Gentlemen, to kifle his hande, 
and the Princes, which they after obeyſance made, 
did accordingly. Afterwards,his Mazeſt. invited his 
Lord(h. the K. Gent.and the reſt todine with him, 
as likewiſe M. 7, Mericke Agent by name,who gaue 
his attendancethcre on the Ambaſ.and was now(as 
diuers times)verygratiouſly vſcd of che Etmpe. and 
Prince: no ſtranger/that Teuer heard of)like him in 
al reſpe&s. Then we departedthe prefents,accompa 
nied with divers Noblemen,and paſsed on intothe 
Councel-chamber vvhere vve vvil leaue them, 

Being entred the Preſence, we might behold the 
excellent Maieftie of a mighty Emperor, ſeated in 
a chaire of golde, richly embrodered with Per/yan 
ſtuffe : in his right hande he helde a golden Scep- 


tcr , a Crowne of pure Golde yppon his heade, 
A 


| 
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acoller of rich tones and Pearles about his necke, 
his outward garments of Crimſon-vcluer, Embro- 
dered very faire, with Pearls preciousſtones, and 
Gold : On his right ſide, { on equall hightto his 
throne) ſtanding a very faire globe of beaten gold, 
on a Pyramedis, with a faire, crofle vppon it, vato 
which before he ſpake, he turned alittle and croſte 
himſelf, Nighthar,ſtoode a faire baſon and Ewer, 
which the Emperor otcen vſerh daily. 

Cloſe by himin anorher throne ſat the Prince, 
in as outward garment like his Fathers, but ,nor zfo 
rich,a high blacke Fox cap on his head, worthe in 
thoſe Councreyes fiue hundred pound, a Golden 


 RNaffelike a Fryers,with the likenes of a crofſeatthe 


top. On the righthand of the Emperor, ſtood two 
gallant Noble-men in cloarh of Silver garments, 
high blacke Fox cappes, great and long chajnes of 
Gold, hanging totheir tee. wich pollaxes on their 
ſhoulders of gold. And on the left had of the Prince 
two other ſuch, but with Siluer pollaxes. Round a- 
bour the Benches, ſat the Counſell, and Nobility, 
in Golden and Perſyancoates,and high blacke Fox 
Caps, tothe numbzr of tvo hundred. [ſhe ground 
becing couered vithcloath of Arraſſe, or Tapiſerie. 
The preſents ſtanding all the while inthe Roome, 
within lictle diſtance of his Maieſtie, where hee and 
the Prince often viewed them. The Emperors fauor, 
completion, and diſpoſition with the Princes, I 
ſhall defer(te|lvahappily before our departing I de- 
clare the manner of his death.) Beeing now by our 
Preſtanes and others come for to dinner, who led vs

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through muchpreſſeand many Chambers to one 
very faire and rich roome, where was infinite ſtore 
of maſly plate of all ſortes. Towards the other ende 
ſtoodethe Emperors vnkle, named Stephean Vaſele- 
wich Godonoue,Lord high Steward, being attended 
with many'Noblemen and Gentlemen.Yato whom 
my Lord in hispaſſage ſaluted, which with an extra 
ordinary countenance of aged Toy, hee recciued, 


making one of their honorable Noddes. Thambaſ- 
ſaderentred the dining roome, where wee againe 


viewed the Emperor and Prince, Seated vnder two 
Ciaires of Stare, ready to dine, each hauing a ſcul 
of pearle on their bare hcades, butthe Princes was 
but a Corroner. Alſo their veſtments were chaun- 
ed. 
: The former Duke, that for that day was Tharm- 
baſſadors Preſtane, came, as commaunded from the 
Emperor, and placed the Ambaſſador at a Table, on 
the Bench {ide ſome twenty foote from the Empe- 
ror. Then the &7zes Gentlemen, Maiſter Mericke, 
Maiſter Edward Cherry, and al thereſtwere placed, 


ſo that curcics were halfe oppoſite to the Emperor. 


OQuer againſt the Ambaſſadorfat his Preſtaes vper- 
moſt, al{o in this large place fatthe Priuy Counſel, 
tothe number of 200, Nobles ar ſcuerall cables. In 


the midſt ofthis hall might ſeeme ro ſtand a great 


Piller,round about whichya great heigth ſtood won 
derfull great peeces of plate, very curiouſly wroght 
with all manner of Beaſtes, Fiſhes and fowles, be- 
ſides ſome other ordinarye peeces of ſeruiceable 
plate. 
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Being thusſet{ſomequarterofan houre as it were, 
fecding our eyes with that fayre Piller of plate ) we 
beheld the Emperoystable ſerued by two hund. No. 
blemen, all in coates of cloth of gold. The Princes _ 
table ſerued with one hun. yong Dukes and princes 
of Caſſan, Aſtrican, Syberia, Tartaria, Chercaſſes, &s- 
Ruſſes, none aboue twenty yearesolde. | 

1 hen the Emperor ſent from his table by his noble 
ſeruitors,to my lord and the kings Genr.30.diſhes. 
of meate, and to each a loafe of extraordinary fine 
bread. Then followed a greatnumber of ſtraunge. 
and rare diſhes, ſome in Siluer, bur moſt of maſſie 


| gold : with boiled, baked and roſted, being piled vp 


on one another by halfe dozens. To make you a 
perticular relation, I ſhould do the entertainment 
wrong, conſiſting almoſt of innumerable diſhes : 


* Alfo, | ſhould ouercharge my memory, as then I 


did mine eyes and ſtomache, little delighting the 
Reader, becauſe Garlickeazd Onions, mult beſauce. 
many of my words, as then it did the moſt parte of 
their diſhes, 

For our drinkes, they conſiſted of many excel- 
lJentkindes of Meandes, befides all ſortes of VVine, 
and Beere, I aſſure you Ihadratherdrinke toyou a 
daily health in them,then make youlong after their 
pleaſantnefſe, confidering the colde and fower vey 
ape younuft vndertake, before you aſt of their vi- 
gor and ſweetneſle, | 

Diuers times by name , the Zmperony ſente vs 
Giſhes, but in the midſt of dinner he calledrhe 4m 
baſſvp to him, and dranke our kings health —_

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the Emperor held ſom diſcourſe of our king & ſtare. 
Bur ac one time (ſtriking his hand aduiſedly on his 
breaſt). 0h, ſaide he, my deere Siſter Queen Elizab. 
whom loued as mine own hart,expreſsing this his 
greataffeRion almoſt in a weeping paſſion, The 
Ambaſſador receiving the cup from his Princelye 
hang, returned againeto his owne place, where all 
of vs-ſtanding,drank the ſame helth out of the ſame 
cup, being uf fayre Chriſtall, as the Emperor had 
commanded, the wine (as farreas my iudg-ment 
gaue leaue) being Alligane, 


Thus paſſing ſome foure houres in banquettingy 
and refrething our ſelues roo plentifully, all being 
taken away, we did aiife, The Ambaſſador and the 
kings gentlemen beeing called by name ro receyue 
from his Emperiall handes, a cup (or rather asthey 
call ira Teadover ) of excellent redde, Mearade, a fa- 
uour among them neuer obferued before, which 
cups for they wer great andthe XMeazxd very ſtrong, 
| weoften {ipped at, but without hurting our memo- 
ries, we could not ſay Amer vnto : which the Em- 
per. percetuing,comanded them to be taken away, 
faying : He was beft pleaſed with what was molſ2t tor 
our healthes. 


Thus after our lowe courteſies performed, wee 
departed from his preſence, riding home wich the 
ſame tormer garde and attendance to our lod- 
gings, where our Preſtaves as for that inſtantlefte 
vs, bur ſhortly afterthey cam againgto accompany 
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a preatand gallant Duke, one of them that held the 
Emper. golden Polaxes, named &ves Romana Phe- 
dorouvich Troya Narove ( whoe was ſent from his 
maicſtic, ro make the 4»7ba//ador, and the kinges 
Gentlemen merry )likewiſe hauivg inſtructions to 
drinke their Erperors, our King,and both the Prin-. 
ces healths, and divers Princes elſe, which hee did 
bimſelte verye freelye and ſomeof vs, as many of 
them as we could with our owne healths, there be- 
ing ſuch plenty of Meandes and other drinkes, as 
might wel haue made forty R#/ses haue ſtumbled to 
ſleepe. Thus light-headed, and well laded,eſpecialy 
if you take knoledge of Þ 30. yards of cloth ofgold, 
and the two ſtanding cups with couers, which the 
Ambaſſador rewarded him withall, before he depar- 
ted. And ſurely a wiſe Duke ſhall he euer bec, that 
couers his backe with his belly, and by taking a cu 
or two extraordinary can ſwallow down a as 
Markes in {iluer and gold,to recouer his Popemelin, 
as they call it: I ſay his wits withall, but he hadit gi- 
uenhim with a verye good will, and witha bercer 
mind, then he had thardidſo lightly carry it away.' 
Now there was afterour firſt being atthe Court, 
much inquiry made whether the Ambaſſador would 
go home by the Narzeand ſo ouer Jand, but vpon 
what reaſons I know not, only I vaderſtoud his Lo, 
ſhould haue had aſecond audience forthwith, after 
he had delivered by writing tothe Em, thoſe things 
he didnot ſpeake before, being ſent vnto for them 
the nextday, perhaps the heads wherof hedidſend 
to the Emper. that his councell might aduiſe "ou 
then, 
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them. But vawelcome newes within four dates after 


our audience fo vahappilye came, as not onlye our 
affayres but any elſe,cxceprcounſellagainſt preſent 
danger, wasnot regarded. For this was held for cur 
rant, that one who named himſelfe Demrerre Evans- 
wich Beola, asthe ſon of their late Emperor, Evay 
Vafi[owvich, he that in the raigne of Pheodoy Evan- 
nouvich his brother (at what time Borzs Pheodoy- 
vvichnow Emperour, then Proteor) was in his 
infancy (as wasthought ) murthered at Owgleets, is 
now reuiued againe, and vp in Armesfor his right 
and inheritance: ſo did he diſtract the Emp. & king- 
dome, ſuch a world of tales troubled the commons 
thatthe Ambaſ7. muſt neceſſarily bee inſometfeare, 
becauſe theEmp. and State were in all,and thought 
he would bee perſwaded it was but deceipr, yerthe 
butchering of him, or at leaſt the intent, much ter- 
rified his ſoule and conſcience: wherupon preſent- 
Iy was ſent an army of 200000, ſouldiers, eyther to 
take orſley him. But hee was ſo ſtrengthened vvith 
Poles, Cafſackes, &c that anumber of Rufſes yealded 
to his obedience. Inſomuch as he hath bynthe au- 
thor of more bloudſhed, then hath beene there of 
many yeares (alchough theſe Emperors haue con- 
tinuall warres with diuers Nations.) Notwithſtand- 
ingthe Emperors fauour was much, and greater c- 
very daie then other tothe Ambaſ/adoy and the kin. 
Gentlemen, For wc had liberty to ride at our plea- 
ſure, andtothisende had the Emperors ſleadesor 
horſes vpon dem und, with one of our Preſtaues,& 
ether g:at, to accompany and guatc vs, |

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$o asvpon the21.of Nouember the young Prince 


of a1 auncient cuſtomegoiog toa Church within 
Muſco, the Kings Gent. vppon knowledge thereof, 


(Thambaſ. being vnwilling to be ſerene publike,as a 
ſo forthat the Emp.himſclfedid not go as he was ac- | 
cuſtoimed) weat and attended where his excellency 


might ſee them, and they ſafely-beholde him, who 


rode in a very faire and richlcad, having a gallant 


Palfrey ledby two grooms to drawe it, many hun- 
dreds running before to ſweep the ſnow away where 
he ſhould paſſe, and were ſaid tobe flaues, whichTI 
verily belecue, becanſe certainly they were his fub- 
teas. Then came the Prizcerichly apparrelled with 
two tartar Pr/zces ſtanding before on his fleade and 
ewo young Dukes behind, with 200. fleds tolloxing 
him, who when he came againſt the place,the &77gs 
Gentlemen gaue their atrendance, wade a ſtande, 
gratiouſly queſtioning them of the Ambaſ. healthe 
and thcir own,which with lowe courteſtc they made 
anſwereynto: ſo his Mazefty departed, and they ex- 
pected his return, which wold be within one houre, 
then came before the LordChaunſellor,and wiſhed 
them to ſtay,very honorably and kindly beſpeaking 
them, and Maiſter 79h Meriek (who attended there 
with them )ſo the Pr:zce returning made a ſeconde 
ſtay: then giuing knowledge he woulde ſend them 
home a preſent, willing his commendations ro bee 
remembredto the 47a. and fo paſſed in. Within 


4-+houres after came a Gent. one of the Zmp. chiefe 


Butters, named B:ctayer from the Prince, vato the 
Kings Gent. with a gicatpreſcnr, | 
After 
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Aftertheir entertainment to the Gentlemen,and 
drinking of our Prizces healths, they brought him 
mo the-4mbaſſacors bed-chamber, who gaue great 
thankesto the Prince,on the Kings Gentlemens be- 
halfe, they giuing him at the Ambaſſadors appoint- 
ment, apeece of tilucr and pilce plate worth twenty 


markes, and very thankfully returning their ſeruice 
tothe Prixcetorhis royal preſent, and to. himſelfe 


much:thanks for his paines.. 


The 4mbaſ/adar kept here a great Chriſtmas ha- 


uing a good.company, not without ſome ſports be- 
fictiog his ſtate,and the preſenttime.. 

Ypon New-yeeres day, he was very honourably 
preſented with New yeers-gifts,from maſter Do. 
Chri/topher IWrittinger, the Emperors chiete Pby/i- 


tjan, ſome of the KXinges Gentlemen, Maiſter John 


Mericke and his wife, and many other Engliſh Mar- 
chaunts: wherein they expreſsed their good wil, and 
loue, as to him, not onely had or would deſerue it, 
but accountedit a vertue, not to be vnthankfull or 
vnmindfull of any kindnes veſtowed on him, 

. The 8, of February the Emperor ſent vs ſleds to 
ride abroade, and this day therather, that we might 
behold a reported victorie, againſtthe repired Re- 
bell Demeatry &c, So wethe £725 Gentlemen did 
behold three hundred poore priloners, ſeuenteene 
Enſignes, and eleven drummes, brought 1o, vvith 
more glory,then vidorie. 

Aboutthis time returned Peter Baſman, one of 
the generals, who had performed very honourable 


ſeruice, andcerrainely, he was the man of grearelt 
| | hope 
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hope and expectation in the whole Empire, who 
was brought 1ato the 2/yſco, with all the Counſell, 
Nobles,Gentlemengand Marchants, a grace neuer 
performed before to any Subic&, Butnot without 
ſuſpicion of ſome extraordinary ſecret herein, and 
beſides particular fauors, bountifull rewards, anda 
promiſe he ſhould neuer go againevntillthe Empe- 
ror himſelfe went, he was being but a young man, 
made a Priny Counſcllor, toorthwith one thinge I 
will you ſhall obſerue the Emperors fauor, and his 
then Noble ſpirit, he making diuers times ſute (as 

; was thought becauſe they were in greatdaunger to 
go againe to the vvars once proſtrared himſeife, to 
obtaine his defire, bur falling downe'too humblie, 
he could not eaſily riſe againe, whereby the Empe- 
ror vnderſtanding of his many and great vvoundes, 
was ſaid toweepe, ryſing himſclte vppe to raiſe and 
help him vp,but extraordinary cauſes,haue the like 
effects, as hereafter you ſhall vnderſtand. 

Among othertimes of our taking the ayre, wee 
becing lodged in that large houſe builded for the 
Entertainment of 2000. Poles, with as many horſe, 
attending the great Chaunſelloy of Letto : The firſte 
Ambaſſador ot (butof a ſtrange ) peace, concluded 
about the time, Sir Richard Lea, was Ambaſſadour 
there,for her late Maieſt.of Englana:the fame houſe 
the yong Prince Johy of Denmarke,Brother to that 
. King,and our now Queene of England did lodge in, | 
who would have married the young Princes Onckſi- | 
via, the Emperors onely Daughter, but that hee vn- 
bappily there dicd ofa ſurfer, as I was creadible In-

voyage into Ruſhia, 
formed of one of the Em. Doors. 
The Ambaſsad. as I ſaid lying in the ſame houſe, 
but notin any thoſe lodgings - for it is a cuſtome 
there, that where a Prince dics (cſpecially a ſtraun- 
ger ) not of long time after to let anye other lodpe 
there : yet we ſavy, and after walkedin thoſe lodg, 
chough they were for the moſt part barred vp and 
kept cloſe : which often ſeeing of the chamb, where 
hedeparted, being brother to our Noble and ver- 
. tuous Quee. wroght adeſire in vs to fce his roomb. 
The kings gentlemen and ſoine others, hauing the 
Emp. hotſes and fleads, rode to their Sloboda, as 
we call it Suberbes, wher in the Charcel of the dutch 
Church he vyas interred, with a great and Princelic 
obſequy : the Emp himſelfe and Prince,attending 
the corps tothe firſt gate, bur all his Councellors, 
Nobles, gentlemen, &c, following to the Church 
 wherethey ſtayedtyllthe Sermon was ended. Hee 
had alarge toombe couered mithblacke veluet,ma- 
ny bannersand Scutcheons hanging about the bo- 
dy of the Church and chancel, with his Armes and 
Creaſt, and conſidring the countrey,very princely, 
Now the Ambaſsador vnderſtanding of the con 
uenience of his paſſage down by ſlead way, alſo fea- 
ring (as wiſe men had cauſe) what the y{ſue of theſe 
warres would be, knowing the ſtate herevſed in any 
ſures, bethought himſelſe aduiſedly thar jt vvas hie 
time being the midſt of February,to defire a ſecond 
audience tor his ſooner diſpatch, which he foorth- 
with requeſted, and wrote a letter to that purpoſe, 
ento the L, Chancellor, whom he knew muſt neceſ 
G ſarily 


Sir Thomas Smiths 
farily ſhew itvnto the Einp but within twoe dates, 
the Chancellor was himfelfe to go vnto the camp, 
vpon buſineſle of great importance, ſo as it would 
conſequently be vpon his returne, before he could 
haue audience : for that none would nor coulde, fo 
well and willingly ſupply that office,of diſpatch for 
Ambaſſadors, as Ofed Naſje. His return according - 
Iy, the Ambaſsad. by his Preffazes,puthim in mind 
of his diſpatch, which he ſaid dire&ly ſhould forth- 
with be performed: ſo as within ten daics after, the 
Amb. had his ſecond audicnce very gratiouſly and 
honourably as thus : Hauiog notice giuen ofthe 
day, he was accordingly ſent tor with the Exp. own 
{lead for his own perſon, and horſes forthe kinges 
Gent. andthe reſt, as was deſired by them. 


Yponthe 10, of March, the 4mba/. with the kin; 
gentlemen all richly apparailed, and all his follow- 
ers decently attending, very honourably(as before) 
and with the like recourſe of beholders, and-guard 
of Gunners, (butthatthey were ſaid ro be Citizens 
by reaſon of their wars, put in like apparel] ) was at» 
tended tothe Court, being recexued with the for- 
mer grace, or more, he aſcended the Preſence : the 
Emp. and Pcince holding their wonted ſtate, onely 
changing their veſtments with the ſeaſon, but for 
theriches nothing inferior. | 

Soſoone as the Ambaſſ. and the kings gent. were 
come oppoſite to histhrove, he commanded ſeats 
tharthey might fir downe : then with a Majeſticke 
countenance, repreſenting rather conſtraint, yo 

oo 
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voyageintoRuſhia, 
former cheerfolnes, he declared, thathe,his ſonne, 
and Councel, had confidered his Maieſties letter, 
the Majeſtic of king James of Eng. as alſo on what- 
ſocuer cl{e was defired,andio token of his joyful re- 
ceiuedamiy with the renowmed king of England, 
as with his predeceſſor, he hadwrote his Princelie 
lecrersto that purpoſe, Herwith the Chancel from 
the Ewp. delivered the 4b. his Highneſfle letters 
to his excellent Ma. VVithall vnderitandingby the 
Chan.he liadfome facther matcer co inrreat of,then 
in his breceie to his mateſt. was remembreq : therfor 
be had appointcd foure princ1pall Counceilors to 
confulc with him of his requetts, which was doone. 
After, the Ambaſ. yeelding curteous thanks for bis 
Maſt fauour, his Lordlh. attended by many No- 
bles, proceeded co the Conncel: chamber, whether 
preſently aftzr came four Councelors, and the Em. 
Tolm:ch : who after (alurations, we withdrew to the 
next chainber, wher we paſſed away an hour indil- 
courſe , among many young Nobles, having the 
Ambaſſ, emterpreter. In the end, after three or four 
goings andreturns of the Chancelor fromthe Em. 
we went again before him (where atter he had com- 
manded vs to ſit downe as before) by the month of 
the Chaunceliour was openlye deliuered a briete 
of th: whole Embasfic (and that d:yes perricule 
deſire according to the Ambaſſadors requelt con- 
firmed) Allo in good and pleating language, vvas 
deciaredthe great defire that the Ewperor haddegtor 
the conginulnce of peace and amiric with rhe re- 
nowimed /aes king of Ez. as with the late Q.E{z, 
; 2 withall 
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Sir Thomas Smiths 

withall that in due time (all accidents well ended, ) 
he would ſend an honorable 4Ambaſ. for further af- 
faires, as likewiſe to congratulate with our K7ng of 
his happines in ſo applauſable comming to his right 
and inheritance : Farther, that of al demands, their 
graunts,or reaſons why not graunted he would ſend 
the Ambaſ. a role. Alſo of the grant of 600, robles, 
which forthe loue ofthe K7xg of Eneland,and at the 
Ambaſ. earneſt requeſt, he commaunded ſhould be 
paid backe againe. Likewiſe,a graunt of anew Pri- 
uiledge for the company, which he ſaide ſhould be 
vnderthe golden ſeale &c. 

Which ceremonius ſpeech ended, the Emp.cal- 
led forthe Ambaſ. and the Kinges Gent. to kifſe his 
hand, and the Prizes : which done, with the Empe. 
Nod or bowing to vs, as likewiſethe Prixces, defi- 
ring theremembrance of his and the Princes com- 
mendations to his Mazeſty, the Prixce, and Oueene 
of England, wewere diſmiſſed, but not before the 
Emp. ſaid he would fend home to vs, Thus we tooke 
our laſt leaue ofthe Emperors Court, being more 
gratiouſly, and eſpecially entertained then before, 


_ ortheneuer ay would take knowledge Ambaſ.were 


vi:d withall; At which I do not alicle wonder, con- 
fidering the heauines of times, and the bad ſucceſſe 
of his new entertained wars, and no doubtthe ſecret 
trouble, and griefe of his conſcience : but hee that 
was from his elancy, (then being a ſubieR) eſtee- 
med and accounted ſubtile and ingeanious,now be- 
ing an Emp. experienced with many ſtraunge plots 
and ſtratigems, to his number of yeares and imploi-

p-olititian?But we are honorably attended home,and 
a Duke of great account named AKas Euan Euanno- 
wich Conrletev, cals me at this time (from Princes 
proſecdings )to attend him, that was attended with 
many of the Ep. ſeruants within our gates: follow- 
ivg him a dinner, ſent from the Emp. by ſome 200. 


perſons, conſiſting of 300. feuerall dithes of Fith, 


(for it wasnow Lent) ofſuch ftrangenes, greatnes, 
and goodnefle, (for their number ) as it were nor to 
be beleeued by any report, but by a mans owne cye- 
ſight, with infinite ſtore of Meandes, and beere, in 
Maſly plate. 

The Duke fat atthe tables end by the 4mbaſ. ha- 
uing euery dith delivered him by the name, which 
was enterpreted to the 42baſ. vvhere having long 
far, and well feaſted, vve roſe, and obſeruing cheyr 
Countreys faſhion, after the roome was deaſentlic 
beſeene, the 4mba/.dranke the Emperorshealthin a 
ſmall gilte cup couered:then our X7z25and the two 
Princes, all vvhich the Duke pledged willinglye, al- 
ehough hiscups held fourerimes the 4baſſa : be- 
fides, thedrink vvas as different, the one being beer 
or Mean, the others alligant, Sacke and Muskadel!. 
After chem, the Preftaues, the Kinges Gent. and 05 
thers of the Emp. ſervantes being there did the like, 
Thus ſom four or five hours was ſoone ſtolne away, 
night before diner hauing ſent his borrowd torches 
to light vs, when the Duke hauing receiued a woor- 
thy preſent of the 4-baf. waslightly (whether you 
canfiderthe torches, his drinking, or the Ambaſ/a. 


G3 bounty) 
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bounty )ſentaway, and ſo this feaſtiuall dates-night 
wasconcluded: : < 
The 17. of march, the Amba/. being before of- 
ren invited by this Agent, now after fo honorable 
a diſpatch,was willing co ſee the Engliſhhouſe : has 
uing the Emp. ſleds and horſes; one ofthe Preſtaues, 
the Tolmatch, and fome Simboyarskes or Gentl. we 
rodethither : where his Lordſhip had a bountifull 
feaſt,a harty welcome, and as good company. After 
diner, the Amba/. his Preſfaus,& the Tolmarch,went 
forth of the dining roome to {ce Miſtris Merick,(for 
theirfaſhion wilnor admit any women art table Jwho 
had prouided anexcellentbanquet of Ez21z/þ ituffe, 
and was much reioyced to ſee the 4mba.(whom the 
knew before) ather houſe in fo far a Country. There 
the honeſt and kind Agent/by the fairehands ot his 
yertuous wife Jafter the banquer,preſented his Lord 
ſhip with a faire ſtanding gilt cup and couer, worth 
thirty pound, likewiſe his Preſfave and Enterpreter, 
very bountitully, fo returning to the comp. tor that 
time we lcfr. One obſeruation I there made, of the 
great defice and often offer ofthe Preſtaze when hee | 
law Xiſtris Mericke, to be gone: ſaying, it befitred _ 
him notto behold {uch creatures. Butthe Enterpre- 
zer (being a Durch-man) borne to our Englith fa- 
ſhions, and acquainted with the Agent, perſwaded 
him to Patience, both to hisprofir, pleaſure, and 
belly delight.

Thus accompanied with Marſfer Toby Mericke, M.

morowraking leaue of them all, vve continued our 


journy 50, and 60. versaday caſily. Our Preſtane 


 hadincommandtoletour Ambaſ. fee any Mona- 


ſterycor place hee defircd, in his trauayle : alſoto 
lodge in what houſes it pleaſed him, in any Cittye 
or Lovvne : and where the Engliſh Merchants had 
houſes, that the Ambaſ, might haue them, which 
indeed hee deſired, aſwell in reſpeRt they vvere the 
fayreſt and moſt at his command: as alſo to vnder- 
ſtand theircourſes, dealings, and behauiour ofthe 
ſeruants thar kept them, and orher ſpeciall chinges, 
which but by perſonally there being, he ſhould ne>.

The 23.of marchwe camie to Yery-flave being ſat- 
terday,and there reſted our Saboth,where the com- 
pany hath a very faireand tighthouſe, which we lay 
in,and ſurely an honeftdiſcreer ſeraantthen kept ir. 
From hence we tooke our Tourney the 25. becauſe 
we featedthe breaking vp of the way, we made great 
but very pleaſant journeys, ſo asthe 29. wecame to 
Yolligde, wher the Ambaſ. lay at the Engliſh bouſe, 


within the walles whereof it hath a great many of ' 


roomes, as chambers, worke-houſes and the lykc, 


butthe houſe itſelfe is very old, and ſtands with an 


humble body as though it vvoulde ſhortly kifle the 
carth,at our being here the company had many ſer. 
and the Amb. tooke a courſe they ſhould thriue by 
his there lodging,allowing them for their beere for

no hurt, After Eaſter weeke was paſſed, the Preſtaue 
came todefirethat the 4-baf. would appoint ſome

Courtiers :and after it was quenched, he ſent bis 
Bountie to themall, that builded anew their Hous 
ſcs,and repayde all their loſſes : And this was but 
to ſtopp the Rumour then was ſo common, of his 
ſtrange gayning the Empire: by which Stratagema 
of his, when his people were readicto Muranic, 
they were created anew, good Subices 5 yet. 
did admirchis not onely Care, bur goodnes to- 

wards themall. | 
A lecond,was atthat time the Land was viſited 
with a mighty Famine,and as great a Plague(ſome 
fourc ycarcs ſince) whereof athird of the whole 
Nation is rated to haue dyed : and the murmuring 
multitude ſayd the cauſe was, their eledting of 4 
Murderer to the Empires wherefore God did thas

uifion,oſpecially the large. and well builded Boats, 
ncuer the like in memorie before, wrought inthe. 
pcoples opinions many contrarieties, as ebſurde 
as vatrue : One,that the young Prince neceſſarily,and 
erſonally, muſt bee, and was in Eneliſh apparrell, 
within the Ambaſiadours lodging : Elſe, that it was 
ynpoſsible, that Great men ſhould ſo willingly 
obey,and ſo carneſtly commaund,for the fu] con- 
tent ofall, inall thinges : Likewiſe clſe, whereit 
was reported,that the Prince would come downe, 
and go oucr int England with tie Ambaſſadour:

| Thenextday (being the ſixth of Iuly) the Am- 
baſladour beeing accompanied with mayſter Joh 
Mericke, diners M<rchantes and others, paſſed (in

uing, we vent on boord vpon the twenty eight of 
Julye, beeing compelled notwithſtanding to ſtaye 
heere ſeauen daies, both for winde and VVater to 
carry vs away, which the Countrey (hauing hadde 
our-companye of many monthes togither) ſee- 
med to deny vs, as vawilling to licenſe our depar- 
ture.

Yaderſtand therefore, that the 01d Emperor E- 
nan Yaſaliwich, dying,left two Sonnes behind him, 
(Viz) Pheodor Euannowich the eldeſt, (vvho ſuce 
_ ceededthefather in his Empire) and Demerrie the 
yongeſt (an infant.) Pheador being ginen to deuo» 
non, andneglecting the State and dignity due to 
a Prince,was held but fimple,inſomuch that bythe 
ſecret workings of Bodaz Belskey, (who was chicfe 
Minion tothe olde Emperony Evan Vaſaliwich ) in 
hope of honours and preferment, procured Borms 
(who was brother to the then Empreſſe ) to be crea- 
ted ProteRor ouer Pheador, who vpon his preſente 
commingto the Crowne, ſenthis mother in Law, 
with herfather and mother (deſending ofthe houſe 
of the Nagazes ) and his yong brother Demetre, to 
a placecalled Ouglets, where he was to bee Nurſed. 
Pheadorsraigne beeing expired, and his brother 
vnfit to rule (being but an infant) Bores ſetvp ſuch 
ladders, that from a prorector he was aduanct to be 
Emper. Bodaz Belskey afore named, Andrea Shul- 
cau,and Andrea Clyskenine, being his there inſtru- 
ments that wrovght tor him. Bur Borz/s growing wea 
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voyage intoRuſhia; 
ry of theirpreſence, by whom he was mounted fo 
hie, and thinkingthat he muſt ever holde himſelfe 
bound vato them, laid plots in his braines howe to 
berid of ſuch creditors, which he did, by throwmg 


- diſcontenrs vpon oncofthem anda ſhghtly-regar- 


ding ofthe other. 

Whereupon Bedar Belskey left the Courte. But

the dead body was openly ſhowne three daies, to 
the eyes of all men, Many arguments were drawne 
to make the world beleeue, that Borz ſonne ſought 
the death,of this his brother in lawes childe, and to 
weane the peoples loues and hopes they had from 
him,as firſtto haue it ſpred abrod,that Demerre was 
like to proue like his father, thats to ſay, a Tyrant 
becauſe, euenin his childhood, he tooke delighte 
toſee Hennes and Chickens kilde, and to bath his 
hands inthe blood : adde vnto this, the poiſoning 
of his Nurſe : beſides, it was forbidden to haue him 
praied for, as thereſt ofthe Emperors children wer 


| becauſe hee ſhould bevrtterly forgotten. To con- 


clude an old ouer-worne law buried long in for- 
gertfulnes was now againe freſhly reuiued, and that 
was, That the child of a fixt wife was notto inherit, 


(yet the murder beeing acted) Zors the vſurper, to
